powerful rulers to corrupt and con- 
taminate Jewish worship with pa- 
gan elements. 
The purity and 


safety of religion was assailed. 
And die Jews who protested and 
fought this paganization of 
their 


religion did not have the miracu- 
lous 
deliverance 
that came 
to 


Daniel and his companions. Thou- 
sands of them died for (heir faith. 


It 
is a false 
interpretation 
of 


the Book of Daniel 
to say thai 


God always brings physical safety 
to the faithful.

Simple goiter is—or nl least was 


—more common in the Great La- 
kes region than in most other parts 
of this continent. This area is so- 
metimes 
called 
the roiter 
belt. 


The rcasrn for this greater fre- 
quency of ..joHiT is almost certain- 
ly the small amounts of iodine in 
the food and water e£ people- Jiv- 
ing in thso regions. 


Many years ago studios carried 


out in Michigan showed thai scho- 
ol children in counties where the 
iodine was practically absent from 
1hc water had a'high proporlion ot 
thyroid enlargement, f.i '.Moughtdn 
county, whore iodine was almost 
entirely absent from the water, a- 
bout 65 por cent had simple goi- 
ter; in McComb county, where the 
iodine content was the highest of 
the four counties studied, only a- 
bout 26 per cent of the school"chil 
dren had simple thyroid enlarge- 
ments. After this* was discovered 
it was decided to urge the use of 
salt to which iodine had been ad- 
ded in those counties where the io- 
dine content was low. The result 
was an enormous drop in the fre- 
quency of goiter among the child- 
ren. 


ADDING IODINE IS SAFE 
Some people thought that adding 


iodine to the salt might be tlan"- 
gerous, but careful studies have 
shown no harmful effects. For ex- 
ample, one survey of over 50,000 
children four years after beginning 
the use of iodized salt showed not 
a single child to have developed 
the slightest ill effect. 


Iodine can be added to refined 


salt or can be supplied by natural 
unrefined salt. 
The prejudice a- 


gainst "medicated" salt is'not jus- 
tified. 


Perhaps the word 
"iodized" 


should be eliminated and more em- 
phasis placed on the use of whole 
salt or natural salt. If either nat- 
ural salt or iodized salt is used in 
areas which are deficient in natur- 
al iodine, Ihe prevention of simple 
goiter will be as nearly complete 
as it can be.
